AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FROM YOUR LOCAL COUNTY COUNCILLOR

Dear Resident, 


Following six months of public consultation the County Cnauncii has 
just published its Draft Strategy Document for the Countryside. This 
document which incorporates many policies and ideas for action over 
the coming years is open for cumment during the next two months, 
after which it will be reconsidered by the County Council and 
confirmed as an approved policy. 


The County Councils Community Education Department has recently 
issued the Cambridge Community Education Document for discussion by 
Schools and Community Educaticn Tutors. It details developments otf 
Community Education *hreugh area plans for the coming year. Bar Hill 
’ is in the Swavesey Division and important issues such as rural youth 
e@ provisions are recognised. The formula budget which is & new way of 
dividing resources vetween Centres based on the numbers of young 
people and adults in the area shows that Swavesey will receive nearly 


£30,000 and an additional sum of just aver £1,500 which will be 
phased out after next year. 


All major County Council Committeas are preparing their 1986/89 
budgets at present. The =ducaticon Committee have recently approved 
their expenditure plans which have increased from 150 million to 169 
million pounds this includes the extension of the Primary School and 
the new permanent ‘.ibrary. This is the ¢irst phase of preparing for 
the County Councils budget Meeting on 16th February when the new rate 
to fund al! developments wil! be set. The County Council has been 
fortunate to receive substantial extra grants from Central Government 
along with increased interest from balances resulting in a healthy 
financial position with some £36 million in hand. It is therefore 


unlikely that the rate increase for the coming year will be in excess 
of inflation. 


@ The County Councils Education Committee considered the report on 

16-19 Education in the Cambridge area and rejected the original 
proposal to amalgamate the wo Sixth Form Colleges on the Hills Road 
Site. They also rejected construction of a Coliege of Curther 
Education on the Long Road Sito in favour of seeking a new site for 
the CCFE. This alteration to the proposals will undoubtabiy mean 
that considerable delays will be incurred in solving the problems 
that oxist ut the CCFE. Even when a new site is chesen it is 
unlikely that work could start betore 19970. 


Her Majestys Inspectors of Education have reported on Post 16 
Education in the Cambridge Area tollowing their Inspection in the 
Autumn of 19686. The report conciudes "That Cambridge has an 
efficient and successful system of Education for 16-19 year olds, it 
is hoped that strenoths of the present system are maintained”.

The District Council of South Cambridgeshire has many areas of responsibility, 
each of which is managed by a committee. The two committees on which I sit 
are both linked closely to the daily lives of people the District Council 
serves and I thought I would tell you a little about the area each covers. 


The Environmental Services and Health Committee deals with a wide range of 
topics. These include the maintenance of water courses., the inspection of 
public places with regard to health matters, the inspection of food stuffs 
intended for our consurntion, refuse disposal, public street lighting, rodent 
control, the prevention of the spread of infectious diseases and many other 
functions under the Public Health Act. 


The General Purposes Committee has a central role in the work of thr Council. 
It advises the Council on matters relating to cultural activities, the 
provision and dissemination of information to the public, the licensing of 
Game Dealers, charitable collections, the provision of Meals on Wheels, and 
the administrating of any scheme for providing financial assistance to 
Parish Councils and other local organisations in connection with recreational 
and leisure activities. 


The functions of both these committees are closely related to our everyday 
lives. Both are active committees. Many of the items I have listed are often 
taken for granted. It is perhaps only when the system fails, or we are 
threatened with change, that we become aware ‘of what our local Council ia and 
how it functions. 


I leok forward to subsequent committee meetings. During each meeting, I hope 
to keep the interests of our community to the fore as part of the whole 
covered by our District Council.
